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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-36, 70-90, drawn to a tissue product in combination with a 
thermoplastic polymer and cleansing composition, classified in class 424, 
subclass 443. 

II. Claims 37-51, drawn to a cleansing composition, classified in class 510, 
subclass 130. 

III. Claims 52-69, drawn to a method of treating human skin, classified in 
class 514, subclass 60. 

IV. Claims 91-104, drawn to a tissue in combination with a thermosetting 
polymer and cleansing composition, classified in class 424, subclass 443. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination requires various 
weight ratios between the tissue and the cleansing composition. The subcombination 
has separate utility such as a cleanser for pet fur, cars, dishes, etc., and other sensitive 
materials. 
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The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 104. See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the product 
can be used in other areas besides removing microbes and soil from skin, it can be 
used as a shampoo, dish soap, car soap, etc., and any other sensitive surface area. 
Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of 
operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). 

In the instant case, the different inventions have different polymers associated 
with the cleansing composition. Group I requires a thermoplastic polymer chosen 
among polymethylmethacrylate, methyl methacrylate crosspolymer, polyethylene, 
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ethylene acrylate copolymer, nylon 12, polymethylsilsesquiosane, ethylene vinyl 
alcohol, polyvinyl acetate, acrylic, polyvinyl acetate acrylate, acrylates, polyvinyl 
dichloride, ethylene vinyl acetate, ethylene vinyl chloride, polyvinyl chloride, styrene, 
styrene acrylate, polymethylsilsesquiosanestyrene/butadiene, styrene/acrylonitrile, 
butadiene/acrylonitrile, acrylonitrile/butadiene/styrene, ethylene acylic acid, 
polyethylene, urethanes, polycarbonate, polypropylene, polyesters, polyimides and 
silicon resin and a neutral water-soluble oligosaccharide to be chosen among starch, 
dextran, inulin and xanthan. 

The Group IV claims require a thermosetting polymer which is chosen among 
epoxy, phenolic, bismaleimide, polyimide, melamine/formaldehyde, polyester, 
urethanes, urea, and urea/formaldehyde and a neutral water-soluble oligosaccharide to 
be chosen among starch, dextran, inulin and xanthan. 

Both subjects relate to the problem of providing easy-to-use cleansing 
compositions. The common technical features for these two subjects are: (a) the 
presence of a substrate; (b) the presence of a cleansing solution; (c) the presence of a 
polymer, with (d) an oligosaccharide. Such features are already disclosed in WO 03 
084497 At, on p. 16, example 6, which discloses a composition of modified starch (d), 
xanthan (d) and a polyacrylate (of trademark Carbopol ) (c) with sodium lauryl sulfate 
(b) on an insoluble substrate (a). As there are no other particular technical features 
than features linking the two inventions together is a common patentable idea, the two 
inventions are considered to be unrelated. 
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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

A telephone call was made to Christopher M. Goff on March 1 , 2006 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not

distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
